was. surprised and said he -could not 
imagine who would be calling for him. 
A few moments, later lie staggered out 
of the booth with white, and drawn face 
and told of .the terrible 'news that had 
come .to, him, 


Mr. Rice said that one of his daughters 


was fourteen years -old and that she was 
soon to be. graduated from school and 
he anticipated being home at the time.- 
He' knew nothing of the accident, ex:

Concerning Floors.—In 
laying both 


•oilcloth and linoleum, the floors should 
be «s smooth as possible as a rough floor 
will soon wear out the .cloth, and if the 
floor is rough the cracks and crevices 
should be filled -with putty sud the 
boards planed to make them smooth. Ke- 
iorc tacking down linoleum or oilcloth

ed and applied evenly with a soft paint 
brUKh. 
Floors that have Iteen stained 


and have grown dull can be made to 


' look fresh again by being rubbed thor- 
' oughly with browax 
nnd 
turpentine. 


While carpets are removed from any of 
the rooms in the house, the floors should 
he scrubbed -with strong hot borax wa- 
ter and this should be applied to every 
crack nnd joint about the floor, walls 
and washboards around tho room by 
means of a brush or still feather. The 
hot borax water is especially useful for 
cleaning the bathroom and pantry floors 
as' it not only cleans thoroughly but puri- 
fies and disinfects and there -is nothing 
better for cleaning carpets than warm 
suds in which bornx is dissolved as the 
dirt will be removed, 'the colors, bright- 
ened nnd any article will be rendered 
healthy and disinfected that is cleaned 
with borax suds. The best way to treat 
a tloor that is to be painted is to plane 
it, to make it as smooth as possible then 
give it a coat of light colored paint, and 
when this is dry, till every najl hole and 
crevice with putty and smooth it per- 
fectly even with the floor, then give the 
floor a second coat of paint of any de- 
sired color.

Has Passed Many Measures arid Wisely 
• 


Determined Many Perplexing Pro- 


blems of State Craft. 


Other Important Subjects Made Problem of Special Committee 


Investigations — Seven Million, Dollars to be Spent 


in Next Two Years — Senatorial Investiga- 


tion Has Been a Large Expense.

MADISON, Wis., June 5—(Special)— 


The Wisconsin legislature of 1909, has 
practically completed its record.' While 
a large grist o^ bills arc still in the 
grinding, the most important 
product 


of the session is now in statute form 
and the opinion of general prevalence is 
that this 'legislature, wisely determined 
the many perplexing problems present- 
ed. It is.true nevertheless that the 
greatest problem involving subjects of 
advanced character were postponed and 
made the subjects of 
careful 
special- 


committee investigations, which will be 
dealt with, nt a special session next Jan- 
uary. These postponed subjects include: 
Industrial insurance, income/ tax, insur- 
ance of bank deposits, taxation of, water 
power.franchises, state aid to road build- 
ing and the important educational ques- 
tion' of .whether the university 'faculty 
or the state superintendent of schools 
shall determine the qunliflcatian* for en- 
trance to, the university. .Special com- 
mittees to investigate' these questions 
will'begin meetings . in, August. 


While'the state treasury was by no 


means fat. and appropriations were nec- 
essarily cut, the legislature has been 
able to authorize expenditures with 
a 


fairly liberal, hand.' Approximately 87,- 
000,000 of expenditures were authorized 
for the coming two years, the main ap- 
propriations being $1,-200,000'a'year for 
the. university,-nearly'81,000,000 a. year 
for the eapitol if the state of the treas-w 
ury warrants, and also ample appropria-1 
tiqns for the administration of the .laws 
and .the.several stale departments. 


Good in Investigation. 


The testimony in the two senatorial 


investigations'brought home, to the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin as nothing else could 
the vice in the use of large sums' of 
money in politics. Whether-any report 
of the investigating committees will be 
the basis of any 
court 
proceedings, 


time-only will tell; but the testimony 
brought 'out will of itself work as a 
perpetual bar to any 
more 
$100,000 


campaign funds. 
- From the standpoint of vital public 
interest, the legislation which has at- 
tracted widest attention has been that 
on the liquor question. Two major is- 
sues WCI'B brought forward, one 
from 


each of the opposing sides of the ques- 
tion. Led by the 
anti-saloon 
league, 


the temperance people made their fight 
for the county option. The liquor in- 
terests brought forward the 
creation 


of an excise commission as a proper so- 
lution. .Both failed of 
passage. 
The 


county option bill was killed in the sen- 
ate, the house of its origin. The state 
excise commission bill was killed in the 
senate after it had passed the assem- 
bly. 
Attempts to increase the license 


fees for saloons also failed, although the 
senate gave enough recognition to the 
$1,000 license bill to draw attention to 
this measure. 


Becomes Big Question. 


In a word, this legislature bus left 


the liquor question almost as it found 
it. 
Though public attention, however, 


has been attracted to the matter to pre- 
cipitate n fight on .this issue one which 
cannot be dodged. Indications are that 
in the next campaign tho liquor ques- 
tion will be a larger issue than ever 
before in this state. How .it will af- 
fect party OT factional lines, only time 
can tell. Incidentally, several minor ex- 
cise measures were adopted, among them 
being-bills prohibiting the presence in 
saloons pf persons under the ftge of 21 
years; • providing that children may' not 
be sent to saloons for liquor by their 
parents. 


Railroad Legislation. 


In the way'of railroad legislation, the 


most important bill passed'is a measure 
•greatly .extending the' powers of 
the 


railroad commission,"-in..that it provide* 
that no freight rate eon be increased 
in Wisconsin without a -thirty-day no- 
'tice to'the • commission and giving the 
'commission power to suspend. such rates 
from operation ,,and..>p,compel., the rail- 
road upon .hearing -to.show..tlie'...justic.o 
of the proposed increase. The othcr:rail- 
way legislation has been of a compara- 
tively .inconsequential • character,/-being 
for the-most part wliat isjcnpwn.asrseij 
vice, bills.' Amopg' (Jie I'im'pqrtant'-.meas- 
'ures of.ithis, character which may be 
"mentioned is' the law which , provides 


• that -where the distance' between..,the 
car step, and theVpaasenger platform "is

Another bill which passed gives

commission can assess the damages and 
order changes in. highways necessary'to 
elevation or depression of'tracks. 'This 
bill applies not only to cities but also 
to country crossings, rrnd 
means.' the 


eventual abolishment everywhere in the 
state of dangerous crossings. 
. A companion to the crossing measure 
is the spur track law, which enlarges 
the powers of the commission as to the 
-building of spur tracks. Still 
another 


gives to common councils the right to 
regulate docks and dredging,. this being 
a railroad measure to. a great extent 
because of their ownership of this, class 
of property. 
Another, law • allows ' free 


or reduced transportation to • be given 
immigration agents, 
' ' 


Electric Railways. 


Electric 
railway 
legislatioin 
was 


marked rather by what failed than by 
what - passed. 
Under a, 
demand 
for 


broader powers of eminent domain, the 
electric roads 
stormed 
the legislature 


early in the session for bills which would 
have given to interurban roads, 
fran- 


chise rights on'city streets by user. 'A 
tenacious fight was made for these bills. 
However, all of them 
were 
defeated. 


The passage early, in the session of a bill' 
which was introduced in the' assembly 
by Mr. Kalahcr, placing-electric roads'on 
the same basis as steam roads so far as 
the use of condemnation proceedings are 
concerned, proved a powerful argument 
against the granting of franchise rights 
under the. cloak of eminent domain. An- 
other bill passed places the electric rail- 
ways jmdcr the same liabilities'as re- 
ga-rds' negligence accidents as applies to 
steam roads. This means that electric 
railways hereafter will be liable under 
the court decision affecting steam roads 
as regards grade crossing accidents and 
also that the provisions of' the co-em- 
ploye law will apply to electric rail- 
ways. Several important 
service bills 


also have been passed. The most im- 
portant of these are the measures re- 
quiring electric railways to equip inter- 
urban cars with airbrakes, providing for 
the heating of interurban cars and pro- 
viding also closed stations at all cities 
and villages reached by electric'lines. A 
bill in which electric roads are interest- 
ed together with.- other public utilities, 
is the one extending the time to July 1, 
1D11 for .public utilities to take indeter- 
minate franchises. It is a compliment 
to. the public utility, law, passed two 
years ago ihat few changes have been 
made in it by this legislature. 
Through 


seven laws amending the .public'utility 
act were passed,'they called only for 
inconsequential-changes. 


Insurance Legislation. 


This legislature has been progressive 


so far as insurance legislation is con- 
cerned. 
Before the session, opened, it 


was whispered in insurance circles that 
the excellent insurance ctfde adopted 
two years ago was to be repealed, by 
this legislature. 
None of the repeal 


bills received even a favorable. recom- 
mendation from a committee. Instead, 
an addition has been made to the code 
of a valuation law drawn on -the lines 
of> the Ekern bill defeated tiyo years 
ago. Next in importance to the valua- 
tion bill is the bill which makes the 
statement of the insured to the company 
a mere representation instead of,a war- 
ranty. A law prohibiting the.giving of 
rebates by fire insurance agents is an- 
other meritorious measure.. A measure 
which would have- permitted liability 
companies to form combinations >vas ve- 
toed by Gov.'Davidson. .The insurance 
taxation question was-laid over-to the 
special session, with instructions to the 
tax commission 'to report to the legis- 
lature'a plan of taxation for life in- 
surance companies. 


Banking Legislation. 


Banking legislation 
enacted at this 


session was also important. Companion 
bills 
were 
introduced in the 
session 


whose main aim was to forbid institu- 
tions not organized for financial pur- 
poses to receive deposits. The bills1 were 
114S and 485S. The-former measure sim- 
ply .forbids any persons-or-institutions 
save real estate agents and they only 
for the purpose of deposit for.tlic pur- 
chase of property, receiving deposits and 
paying interest thereon. 
The object of 


this bill-was undoubtedly to cut out .de- 
partment stores and country store* from 
receiving moneys on deposit. The bill 
.4858 is the trust company bill, and. pro- 
vides for -the regulation, of trust-• com- 
panies. It defines their duties and per- 


mits to'era'to 'receivaltime.'.dcposits 'and 
to p*ay; interest thereon'., i'hcy are placed 
under, the same restrictions as banks and 
are' subjected to the examination' of the 
stated banking department.' -Other meas- 
ures passed forbid state banks from in 
the future establishing branch banks, but 
permits ' those 'branches already estab- 
lished to-remain and extends the powers 
o'f. the-'commissioner of banking^as to 
the winding up-of insolvent bank cor- 
porations.' 
•' • 


" Legal Procedure. 


In the! way. at' changes' in .legal pro- 


ccdurf." this legislature did very little 
although there-was a host of bills in 
on the-.subject. 
The most' important 


measure passed Ava's a'committee bill iu 
regard to the 'e'Xamihaiiori'of parties for 
the purpose of formulating1 complaints 
and answers in suitsV Under the hew law 
they arc. to' be extended to agents. A 
law was passed some years-' ago attempt- 
ing to extend these examinations to ag- 
ents of corporations,, but was held un- 
constitutional because private individu- 
als were not included within its scope. 
The new'law-applies to private individ- 
uals as well as-corporations and thus 
does not coaie within, the taint of class 
legislation. " Minor changes with regard 
to the practices before court commis- 
sioners and the service of summons on 
corporations in-huits involving :the own- 
ership of corporation "stock were, among 
other practice bills passed. • 
1' 
Pure Food Laws. 


* In the way of pure -food legislation 
this legislature has done more than any 
of- its predecessors and as a result the 
state of Wisconsin has today the most 
complete pure food code of any state in 
the ..union. 
All the bills are not yet 


'signed but they all will be and by-the 
terms of the measures, Dairy and Pur: 
Food Commissioner Emery is given the 
power to prosecute any case where it 
is discovered that foods -for the table 
are being sold with adulterations of 
any kind. The general bill on the sub- 
ject 51JA, ia in itself a most complete 
measure and it defines nearly all char- 
acters of food, which are prepared in 
any way. The bill'forbids the use of 
adulterants in ainy-form. 
Special bills 


were prepared on the subject of 'corn 
syrup and sausages.. In these foods any 
adulterants are forbidden. Another bill 
forbids the -use of benzoate of soda in 
any .form as n preservative, while .oth- 
er, measures .define what fruit preserves 
and catsups shall contain. 
With this- 


legislation it will be impossible to sell 
in 'Wisconsin any foods which do not 
come up to the standards of the state- 
laws,.'whether .they 
be 
manufactured 


within the state or in other states.-Not 
only food for humans has been looked 
after, but also the feeding stuffs prepar- 
ed for animals. .Another measure which 
passed the legislature compelling the 
printing, of ingredients of these animal 
foods on packages is designed- to protect 
the - buyer -from fraud or injury, to his 
stockl "Still miother'nill defines pure beer 
and'malt'liquors, of all kinds. 


' -High Kidnaping Penalty. 


The. most important change in the 


criminal code is the raising of the pen- 
alty-for kidnaping to life imprisonment. 
This,is'the outgrowth of the Whitla 
kidnaping case but even if it was passed 
under stress of- popular 
indignation, 


criminalogists concede that it is a good 
law. 'Most of-the other changes in the 
criminal code arc of a minor charac- 
ter and relate in a large part to misde- 
meanors. 
.; 


One -of the changes in the civil code 


that passed almost unnoticed, but is of 
extreme importance, makes it impossi- 
ble 'to brin" garnishment proceedings for 
a liquor debt. 


Constitutional Changes. 


The most 
important 
constitutional 


amendments ' to secure recognition from 
this legislature were measures passed 
two years ago ana therefore will be sub- 
mitted to the people at the next gen- 
eral election. One increases salaries of 
members 'of the legislature from $300 
to ..$1000,. while . the other limits the 
right of voting franchise to citizens of 
the United State?, thus necessitating u 
residence'of five years instead of one 
year. 


Of-proposed constitutional amendments 


that-failed are the resolution by Sena- 
tor Gaylord granting right, of suffrage 
to women: the Blainc resolution for .the 
initiative and referendum and the Ains- 
worth.resolution up for the second ses- 
sion,' raising the minimum school age 
from-4 to 0 years. This latter resolu- 
tion undoubtedly was defeated through 
the medium of the state federation of 
women's clubs,.which made a persistent 
and consistent -fight against the plan, 


tabor Legislation. 


More was gained in the way of labor 


legislation 
than was expected in the 


earlv part of .the session. The Social 
Democratic members 
from 
Milwaukee 


were ' largely responsible .for this 
tri- 


umph and it can be stated that they 
worked faithfully and hard all through 
the 'session for measures deemed best for 
the laboring man. The most important 
victory gained was the passage of 25A, 
limiting work on all public contracts to 
eight hours a day. This bill wus practi- 
cally killed several times, but the assem- 
bly nursed, the measure along under Mr. 
Weber's leadership, laying it over and 
sending it back to committees repeated- 
ly, until finally by a close vote'it'was 
passed.' The -bill met with' less trouble 
in the senate. 


The new child labor bill was another 


measure which encountered blockades all 
through its career in the legislature. It 
alse was followed carefally 'by the Social 
Democrats. The principal 
features of 


this, bill a« the additional -requirements 
demanded as a. basis for certificate ;pcr- 
mitting children from 14 to 16 to work. 
Signatures in these cases now will be 
required from the child's school principal, 
to the effect.that the candidate' is effi- 
cient in studies, and of a physician to 
the effect that.he regards the" child physi- 
cally capable to .'work-without ..harm to 
its future 'welfare. A limitation also is 
placed upon persons issuing'.the affidavits 
»nd-hereafter they will liavc to be secur- 
ed : from- a. • factory inspector or from a 
judge of record. 
• 


- The djminatibn .of the term "outdoor 
employment" is -another victory for the 
Socialists and for Labor Commissioner 
Beck,, who,' it .may be staled, put 'his 
shoulder to these' bills and was 'a U'g 
force in passing them. Under the loop-' 
holes-offered in;this term "outdoor la- 
bor," it was .shown that children had 
befn>«mp1oy«d-»t-he«,vy work in ice .har: 
vesta and in handlint of cartage and mer- 


chandise in .'cities. Farm- labor 'still is 
exempted from the provisions of the law. 
Another labor mciwure wlilcn was pass- 
ed prohibit* children -selling newspapers. 
The bill-declaring sbai-ing: and hair-cut- 
ting'-not to be a. Work of charity or.ne- 
•cessity, which is designed to close barber 
shops on tlw Sabbath^ is another impor- 
tant labor measure: 


Of labor bills that failed .of recognition 


the most important wan cue measure lim- 
iting hours of" labor for women to nine" 
hours a day and forbidding- their employ- 
ment between 6 a. m. ana 7 p. m. The 
Social Democrats ma4e a' hard, but fu- 
tile fight for this bill, but could not se- 
cure its passage. , 


Binder Twine Fails. 


Of the general legislation the most im- 


portant to be defeated, was • the binder 
twine issue. The .bills for additional ap- 
propriations, for a revolving 
fund, of 


$400,000. and $40,000 to- complete 
the 


plant of machinery in tne building al- 
ready constructed under .the .1907 
act, 


were defeated after a. battle that attract- 
ed .without doubt the mos.t wide atten- 
tion of any fight of the session. .The de- 
feat of the. friends of the. plant, .however, 
\vas by no iheans a rout - and - from 
a 


strongly entrenched position, in the fact 
that they now have a.well organized leg- 
islative support upon which, they can. de- 
pend, these persons are preparing, a cam- 
paign to gain their end. At the special 
session next 'January, they tntend to re- 
new their fight. The-original law creat- 
ing the plant was not repealed and its 
friends will come, back to the special 
session and ask fpr>a special appropria- 
tion 
under, suspension of the'rules to 


_ complete the plant, 
As far as the legis- 


i lative history is concerned, the binder 
plant fight saw the most .pronounced lob- 
bying of the' session except, perhaps, 
that which always is notoriously inci- 
dent to the-excise legislation. .Another 
important bill which failed in, this legis- 
lature wap the Stout referendum measurf! 
to submit to the voters the question of 
granting women's suffrage. • -Pensions for 
supreme court judges were provided in 
another bill, which ;m*t early defeat. 


Educational Measures. ; 


Educational legislation'attracted more 


than usual attention at this'session. The 
Wisconsin Teachers' association'bill pav- 
ing the way to eliminating the election 
system foV county school superintendents, • 
was killett. The-association-tor years has 
advocated a. system whereny-the county 
school boards could appoEi't-a.-»uperinten- 
dent-,thus securing more efficient-super- 
vision of schools. Two university meas- 
ures'that-attracted-great attention and 
finally became laws phier women on the 
same basis'as. men students and provided 
for a membership of at least'two women 
on the university board of regents. Still 
another university hill which brought 
thousands of letters to members' was the 
VVehrwein. bill taking from Kie university 
faculty tlie authority of making up the. 
high school accredited list and piacing it 
in the state superintendent's hands: This 
bill went over to the'special session. 


One of the bills opposed" by -the^ni- 


versity alumui wss the Twesmc measure 
granting hearings to cxpell students. This 
bill was killed. No free text-book laws 
were passed-at- this session, .although 
numerous measures were introduced. The 
only text-book bill that was granted .op- 
portunity for debate was a Social Dem- 
ocrat icritie?.?ure introduced by Senator 
Gaylord.

Vetoes by Governor. 


Gov. Davidson 
has been sparing of 


vetoes at this Cession. The most far 
reaching bill to which fie objected was 
the measure permitting surety bond and 
liability' insurance companies to 
form 


boards"after the fashion or tlie Milwau- 
kee fire underwriters' board, allowing it 
to .fix rates and standards. He vetoed 
this o'a the ground that it would permit 
a trust under the state laws. The bill 
regulating farmers' mutual fire Insurance- 
companies, was vetoed but was passed 
over the veto. The bill dictated the 
manner of dividing a company's surplus 
upon liquidation. The .bill was intro- 
duced ->y Assemblyman Hovt. 


Public HealUi. 


The public health did not get exten- 


sive recognition at this se;>sion. 'Most 
of the bills on this subject brought out 
vigorous contests and several -failed; The. 
Christian Scientists by their activity de- 
feated the bill providing instruction in. 
puble schools concerning hygiene and con- 
-taglon. Their opposition was based, on 
the theory that the instruction "would 
suggest disease and create peril. .The 
bill, for the collection.of industrial statis- 
tics on workers was passed. The usual 
appropriation bill for.the state board ot 
health also was passed, as was also. a. 
bill providing for the st&te sanitary and- 
live stock board in its work of cxamm- 
iii™ and slaughtering tubercular cattle. 
The bill forbidding any newspapers pub- 
lished outside the state from circulating 
within Wisconsm if they contain medical 
advertisements prohibited In Wisconsin, 
pauei-s. Was passed. .The tenement house 
biH was a sanitary measure'of impor- 
tance. It is included in the bills of pe- 
culiar interest to Milwaukee.

Tho last meeting of the 'Amcrican'MnV- 


inE Congress took a foremost' position 
upon the now and..latest.'doctrine that 
the industry, i-ausiug "the..accident' should 
pay the damage arid fatality bill. Not 
the particular .mine in which the trou- 
ble occurred but .the entire' mining in- 
dufitrv classified supposedly as is crea- 
tion, "by species, that is coal mines 
would pay for losses in coal mines, gold 
ard silver mines for accidents and fa- 
talities cause-d in any one of them and so 


Tlnis industries would pay" for all ac- 


cidents tmd the individual mine "would 
occupy the position of being thus insured. 
Every industry would be aligned up, clas- 
sified by varieties and commissioners ap- 
pointed" who would collect the annual 
industrial tax and distribute according 
as claims wort" made against it. 


The industry should pay all risks and 


make "ood.al'l losses to those engaged 
in the particular industry. The congress 
before adjournment at Denver, appoint- 
ed a committee which, will frame up a 
statute upon tho subject and endeavor to 
prevail upon state legislatures to enact 
such a law. Congress would naturally 
be expected to also enact such a law 
which then could be enforced in the ter- 
ritories and on all government lands leas- 
ed for mining, meaning all mineral pur- 
poses. 


During 1007 the coal mines of the coun- 


trv took human toll of 3,125 lives and 
5,31U mine workers were more or less 
injured and crippled with a percentage 
of these as in other forms 'of accidents 
later dying of their 'injuries.

This knowledge is to be known as the 
shopping course and if the proposer is 
not misunderstood, this does not. mean 
the art of shopping in. the stores, or the 
fine art of getting rid of time at the ex- 
pense of patient clerks, or the art of 
buying dry goods and all that it implies, 
but the' much finer anS sadly neglected 
art of buying properly for the family 
table. 


Hoiv many grown-ups of today really 


know nothing at all tvhen it comas to 
buying meats and groceries, and how 
greatly are we at the mercies of the gift- 
ed storekeeper, though to be admitted 
without straining, there arc numerous 
people established 
in the family sup- 


ply business who .in fact do not know 
very much more than do their cus- 
tomers, as to the dietary feature and dis- 
tinguishing the purities 
of 
products. 


How many dealers are well posted as 
they should be as to the nature of-the 
goods they sell going into the stomachs 
of th'cir customers and how many can 
tell a customer compelled to look twi<*! 
at his' or her dollars, what are the. nu- 
tritious values of the products he has 
in store? 


As bctle'r informed students of family 


economy know, there are cheap cuts and 
dear cuts of meats, but it is not the more 
costly cuts that are the richest in, food 
factors. But people hate to buy cheap 
things when there is- more style in it 
to have bigger meat bills. Then as to 
groceries—many do not know it, but 
even more food values can be obtained 
from cheaper articles than in the High- 
er priced. Mueh and milk or mush and 
molasses, this is- cheap, but regarded as 
too common for anything. There is rice, 
lentils, flour without ail the life ground 
out of it—well, to the informed ones, 
there is a vast deal of most useful knowl- 
edge that could be imparted to the diet- 
ary classes in our schools. 


Such shopping courses ns this would 


be of advantage to all. It would with 
competent instructors, give children and 
consequently their parents, a better stock 
of knowledge as to foods, their purities, 
their standard of dietary powers. 
It 


would save money in giving information 
as to how to buy, what to buy, and to 
really know what one is buying. There 
is1 far.more in this proposition than in 
the cooking schools, the sewing courses 
and other fads being taught under an 
assumed name of popular education,

THE AMERICAN HIGH SCHOOL. 
Youth's Companion: In niost Ameri- 


can towns and cities the high school is 
the pride of the school committee. It 
has the best building and the most high- 
ly paid teachers. • It receives, in many 
cases, a disproportionate share of the 
.school appropriation, at the expense of 
•the lower schools. 
' in view of its cost the high school 
.should be a successful, powerful insti- 
jtution, but there are grave reasons to 


(doubt whether it is "making good." One 
jtrouble seems to be that it has ceased 
ito fuliill, even to try to fulfill, its fune- 
.tion as the head of a common school 
•system, and has become instead a prc- 
.paroiory school for pupils who are fit- 
'ting for college. 


To be sure, most high schools have 


(different courses for those who arc "go- 
•ing to work." But the teachers, even 
.if uncousciously, adapt their, classroom 
methods to the requirements of college 
.entrance examinations. The majority of 
'pupils are' in some measure sacrificed to 
the artificial! ideals imposed on the few 
by college standards. 


It is right .for the public to give free 


preparation for 
college; in the 
ideal 


state education is free, even in the final 
work for doctorate degrees. Mon'ey on.' 
ough is spent on the schools to do all 
this, but it is doubtful if it is spent wise- 
ly. 


The solution seems to be for the pub- 


llo schools to build up a solid system 
from primary grade to high school, and 
then say to the universities, ''Ada.pt 
your requirements to iit our best boys 
md girla." Some state universities do 
mbet the high school on its own ground., 
Imt they are inllueuccd unduly by their 
great endowed rivals. If the university 
system were founded on a satisfactory 
public-iit'hool system, on the bed-rock 
of fojnilur education, not only would thoj 


high schools be sounder,- but the uni- 
versities 'themselves would be more vital 
nnd effective. 


TREES NEED PROPER CABE 


Unscientific Pruning and Lack of Neces- 


sary Attentions Detract from Best Ap- 


pearance of Foliage. 


The season for the pruning of trees 


has just about passed".and many Ra- 
cine people either through negligence or 
lack of proper knowledge have left their 
shade and other trees untouched. Many 
trees lining the thoroughfares of the city 
have not been improved at all this'sea- 
son. 
The lower branchcj. have1 been left 


hanging in all sorts of shapes which de'- 
tracts from the • natural beauty of the 
trees. 
Many of thrtse- who do prune 


tlicir trees often do so in a. very indis- 
criminate and unscientific manner. 


J. H. Frost, of Chicago, the new* for- 


ester of the .'Windy City,1 in a statement 
iccently issued gives a number of valua- 
ble suggestions in regard to the trim- 
ming of trees, which may be of value to 
some Kacine people. 


Much of the pinning now 'done, Sir. 


Prost condemns as ''disgraceful butch- 
ery." The removal of dead branches and 
dead trees which are 'the breeding places 
of insects and fungus pests is advised 
by Mr. Prost in his statement. ''In many 
eases trees arc found severely and rcck-w 
lessly cropped back. Investigation gen- 
erally »liows that the only excuse given 
is that the pruning is done at the direc- 
tion of property owners to avoid the 
necessity of pruning again.for a, number 
of seasons. This kind of butchery should 
never be allowed. , 


"Dead trees and stumps iii parkways 


are a menace to the- health of living 
trees and should be removed .at once. 
These dead limbs, and many.other un- 
siglitly and insect-breeding trees, the cit- 
ies should take means to have taken 
away."

MADISOX, Wis., June 4 —(Special)— 


Other states rimy well emulate the. refor- 
estation policy adopted by. the state of 
'Wisconsin'according to the artriclCiin the 
June numbei'-of Hampton's .magazine by 
John L. Mathews. It is entitled "White 
Coal Mines mid Water Farms." He de- 
scribes the work of State Forester E. 
M'. Griffith ns nothing, less than a mar- 
vel in the work ateady accomplished. 


After explaining how the forests were 


depleted Mr. Mathews says, "the enrich- 
ed lumbermen, caring nothing for the fu- 
ture but satisfied with the present gain, 
nbandoned the burned overland tq the 
state and deserted their fallen dams. The 
federal government spent $4,000,000 in 
an cndeaVor to keep ihe Wisconsin river 
navigable, and then gave up; and un- 
til the railway commission came .into 
being, the railroads, freed from their 
competition, charged what they would 
for carrying in the coal that was neces- 
sary to replnce the wasted water pow- 
er." 


The article declares that Wisconsin 


should be rich, but it was not until For- 
rster Griffith came to Wisconsin that the 
era of rejuvenation was started. 


Gets Eminent Domain.' 


.."Up there in the central 
highland, 


whence all his rivers rise, he has estab- 
lished his stronghold, and there he has 
has determined to gather a reserve of 
three million acres of trees," says article. 
It in then explained ho wsome of the 
men of the state attempted "to grab 
all of the ponds in the state reserve for 
storage. As the result it became neces- 
sary for the state to form the Wiscon- 
sin Valley Improvement company. The 
corporation, subject to the control of 
the. forester, has the. right of eminent 
domain 
over ponds and lands—lands 


suitable for wate:: farms—in the source 
region and. the right to use ponds in 
the forest reserve. 


"Xow let us sec what Griffith has done 


for Wisconsin with the aid and co-opera- 
tion of the mill men," continues the ar- 
ticles. "There is so far developed 4,000,- 
000,000 feet of storage and surveys arc 
made for 20,000,000,000. The value and 
efficiency of every power on the (Wis- 
consin) river is already doubled. 
In- 


stead of shutting down on buying coal 
in the low water season last year, as.the 
mills on other rivers did, those 'on the 
Wisconsin went ahead on their stored 
water. 
The _ lower river which has so 


long been uniiavigable is soon to become 
a deep and useful stream, reducing the 
freight rates in a large territory." 


Mathews predicts that with the im- 


provements planned, the state will be 
saved many millions a year on its coal 
bills. 1-le believes the valleys'of all the 
principal rivers in Wisconsin will become 
thu scene, of great manufacturing centers 
that will rival anything in the. olden 
davs.

Power to Increase P*y of Registers 
MADISON, Wis., June 4.—The as- 


sembly Thursday morning passed the 
Kalahcr bill giving the board of supervis- 
ors of Milwaukee county power to in- 
crease the salaries of the registers of 
probate, assistant registers and other 
officers of the county court. The fol- 
lowing other bills we?e passed: 


Regulating the'establishment of three 


union high schools; making the dean of 
the. agricultural college of the'universi- 
ty and the president of the ptate board 
of control members o't'1 the boartl of im- 
migration; giVing county boards power 
over special Municipal courts; providing 
for the payment of costs to actions, in 
which the state or state officer is a p'ar- 
ty; providing for an investigation of 
changes in transportation schedules by 
the-'railway commission upon complaint 
prior to their taking effect; regulating 
drainage district proceedings; giving the 
Wisconsin Valley Improvement company 
authority to build a bridge at Kilbourn.
